Russian Soldiers Celebrate the Con- 


clusion of Peace, President Roo&e- 
velt Being Constantly Toasted and 
Cheered on the Manchurian Plains. 
Situation at the Front. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 11.—A dispatch 


from Godzydani, Manchuria, says: A 
Japanese commissioner 
bearing 
a 


tsrbite flag and escorted by 50 soldiers 
arrived at a post near the railway 
and handed to the Russian 
officers 


who went to meet him a letter from 
Field Marshal Oyama to General Line- 
vitch, congratulating him on the con- 
clusion of peace and begging him to 
appoint Russian plenipotentiaries to 
arrange an armistice. Field Marshal 
Oyama appointed General Tukushima 
as plenipotentiary for his side, the 
letter announced, and he suggested 
Chakhedza as the meeting place. 


The government ol Baku reports 


that firing continued Sunday, though 
on a smaller scale, an,d that few were 
killed or wounded. The troops and 
police, he says,- are still engaged in 
preventing incendiarism s&d-pillagiBg^ 
The director of the technological in- 
stitute at Baku telegraphs, "saying: 
"We are starving and dying," and im- 
ploring the dispatch of necessities.

The negotiations 
received no official recognition in the 
field prior to their successful conclu- 
sion, the army keeping in a state of 
preparedness for a battle until the 
receipt by General Linevitch of a tele- 
gram from Emperor Nicholas declar- 
ing that the treaty should be signed 
and that his majesty accepted the 
conditions arrived at. This telegram 
•was officially published in the army 
newspaper on September 6 and the 
outlines of the peace conditions were 
printed in the same publication Sat- 
urday.

ENVOYS INFORM ROOSEVELT 


Russia Had Applied Maximum Rates 


on Certain Articles Following the 
Imposition by This Government of a 
Differential Duty on Russian Sugar 
Imported to This Country. 


Oyster Bay. N. Y., Sept. 11.—By

sequeneexof misunderstandings in the 
interpretation of the most favored na- 
tion clause, there were established in 
Russia -on several articles of American 
production customs duties on a higher 
scale than those levied on the same 
articles when imported from 
other 


countries. His majesty, the emperor 
of Russia, has commanded me to in- 
form the president of the 
United 


States that he has been pleased to or- 
der the discontinuance of the levying 
of such higher duties on American 
products in order that -henceforth the 
American—manufacturers' should pay 
the same duties as importers from 
other countries." 


The customs duties referred to by 


M. Witte in his communication to the 
president and which by direction of 
the czar have been discontinued grew 
out of the imposition in the early part 
of 1901 by this government of a dif- 
ferential duty on Russian -sugar im- 
ported into the United States. Fol- 
lowing this action of the United 
States was the issuance in retaliation 
of an order of the Russian minister of 
finance which became effective March 
9, 1901, imposing maximum duties on 
certain 
American articles, the in- 


creases ranging from 20 to 30 per cent. 
Generally stated, these articles were 
castiron wares, manufactures of iron 
and steel, iron and steel boilers, tanks, 
bridges, pipes, etc., machinery, sew- 
ing machines, meters, dynamos, port- 
able engines, locomotives and locomo- 
tive cars, locobobiles and fire engine's. 


The controversy with Russia which 


involved the imposition by the United 
States of a countervailing duty on 
Russian sugar by the United States 
grew out of the allegation by Ameri- 
can producers that Russia was paying 
a bounty to her sugar producers.

SILVER AND GOLD 


Director of Mint Roberts Makes Public 


His Estimate of the Production 


for the Year 1904. 


Washington, Sept. 11.—Director of 


the Mint Roberts made public his es- 
timate of the production of gold and 
silver in the United States for the 
calendar year 1904. The figures show 
an increased^ production over the cal- 
endar year 190f! of $7.131.500 ?old 
and 3,48G.tlO fine ounces of silver 
The largest gold gain was by Cali- 
fornia, which yielded about $3,"00,000 
more than in the previous year and a 
larger amount than in any year since 
the sixties. "This gain," the director 
says, "came chiefly from dredging op- 
erations and further gain is expected 
during the current year and for some 
years to come. The California state 
mining bureau estimates the possible 
output of ihe dredges at $7,000,000 
ppr year for thirty years. Colorado 
shows an increase of nearly $2,000,- 
000 gold and J.300.000 ounces of sil- 
ver; Alaska a gain of $700,000 gold; 
Montana a gain of 2,000.000 dunces of 
silver; Utah a gain of 1,300,000 ounces 
of silver; Idaho a gain of 1,300,000 
ounces of silver.

All 
the railroads interested will be noti- 
fied by the union that unless they 
agree to arbitrate the difficulty, agree 
to meet with representatives of the 
union or concede part of the demands 
of the men a referendum vote to call 
a general strike will be taken.

year's contract' in June the railroad 
managers1 have refused to enter into 
negotiations with the union regarding 
a new wage schedule and the mass 
meeting was called to force the issue. 


Half Million Dollar Fire.

BOOH TO BECOME A GARDEN SPOT 


A New Pro«perou» Era Far Panama 


and CoBta Ricu Predicted by u. San 
Joie Merchant—Tlion»nnd» of Peons 
to Be Freed — "Will Open u Market 
For tbe Country'* Fruit*. 


"The construction of the Panama ca- 


nal will knock the shackles off thou- 
sand of peons In Central America and 
will bring that country up to the meas- 
ure of its wonderful possibilities. You 
can feel the foreshadowing Influence 
of the big waterway in the atmosphere 
of Panama and Costa Rica now." 


Senor Don Miguel B. Arcuera, a mer- 


chant of San Jose, formerly Mike B. 
Archer, assistant chief train dispatcher 
for the Chicago Terminal railway, 
made the observation while recently 
visiting his mother at Kansas City, Mo. 
He said to a Kansas City Star repre- 
sentative: 


"The'peonage system has probably 


done more than anything else to retard 
individual enterprise and the use ot 
labor saving machinery, without which 
the country can never be fully develop- 
ed. A peon is a serf—a man devoid of 
interest in the present and of hope in 
the future. 
They are human pack 


horses, and every member of their fam- 
ilies is under the shadow of the same 
oppressive hand. 
They till the soil, 


look after the plantation and grub in. 
the mines. They virtually belong to 
their masters, body and soul, for gen- 
erations without end. There are fam- 
ilies of peons who have never known 
the word 'liberty.' How does a man 
become a peon.? It is the easiest thing 
in the world if he is hard up. Castro, 
a bright, industrious young man, is in 
love with dark eyed Dona Maria. They 
haven't a thing on earth except their 
strong arms and absorbing love. Cas- 
tro knows a ranchero who has dealt 
kindly -with him and whom he thinks 
is his friend. 


" "Senor Maeeo, there is a girl who 


loves me. We would marry.' 


" 'Es admirable!' says the ranchero, 


warmly. 'I congratulate you with all 
my heart.' 


" 'But it takes money to get married, 


and we have none." 


" 'Bah! 'Tis a small matter. How 


much do "you want?' 


" 'Fifty pesos will do.' 
" 'You shall have seventy-five.' 
"The wedding is a fine affair. The 


ranchero has the musicians and a live- 
ly crowd of'friends'to celebrate the oc- 
casion.

wined, dined and congratulated. They 
think fairyland has come down to 
earth and Senor Maceo is their good 
angel. But there is a condition prece- 
dent. 
Castro has executed a bond 


pledging himself, his wife and their 
future offspring as security for the 
debt, to be paid off by work. It is the 
death, warrant of freedom. 


"The ranchero furnishes them a little 


adobe house and provisions. 
Likewise

creases and there are more mouths to 
feed. 


"For the first few years the peon 


works bard and tries to discharge the 
debt, but by and by he finds that In 
spite of his efforts he and his wife are 
gradually sinking deeper and deeper 
in. the toils of the plantation owner, 
and they lose hope. Their children are 
reared to know only labor, without 
the glimmer of freedom. There are 
thousands and thousands of families in 
this miserable condition in Central 
America. Some have been forced to 
contract obligations on account of sick- 
ness, some to pay ^""provisions or a j 
house or a piece of land. These are all i 
fish for the landowner's net, and he 
holds them with a never relaxing grip. 
The law is entirely in his favor. 


"I have spoken to some of the big 


ranchmen and dons about this system 
and they laughed at my indignation. 
•Why. senor,' they say, 'these people 
would starve to death if we •were to 
let them go. Give one of them 1,000 
pesos tomorrow and in a month lie 
would be asking to be reinstated.' That 
may be true, but the time is coming 
now when these poor people w'H be 
taught bow to valne their labor aud to ' 
drive a fair bargain. The canal will j 
liriug into Ontral America thousands! 
of investors and promoters from tbe

tbe peons find it ont tbey will break 
tway and go to the companies where 
they can pet something for their labor, j

"Americans read a good deal, 
but their eyes are just as good as those 
their grandfathers had, if they only 
knew it," said the professor.

blossoms, says a Chicago Dispatch. 
The experiment of hybridizing chrys- 
anthemums and asters, -which are close- 
ly related to the Japanese flower, has 
been going on in the conservatory at 
Lincoln park. 


Frey has created many wonderful 


combinations in dowcrdom. The suc- 
cess or failure of the plan will be re- 
vealed by the last of October, wheu 
the chrysanthemums and Siberian as- 
ters begin to bead aud bloom. 


At the last .annual chrysanthemum 


show in Lincoln park Frey displayed 
hybridized chrysanthemums which pre- 
sented the colonial colors, yellow and 
white blossoms growing on one stalk. 
This caused him to undertake tbe more 
difficult problem of growing red, white 
and blue blossoms 011 one stalk. 


FIRE ENGINES TO GO. 


The Prediction of Chicago's For- 


mer Fire Chief. 


WILL KELY ON HOSE COMPANIES 


In the Near Future Cltle* Will HUT.

"Within fifteen years there probably 


will not be a lire eugiiie iu service in 
the United States. The method of fire 
lighting is belug revolutiouized, and 
the big, cumbersome flre t*ugliiu will 
soou be relegated to the scrap heap." 


The foregoing is the prediction of 


W. H. Musham, a former fire chief, 
while recently attending the annual 
convention of the .National Firemen's 
association iu Kansas City. Mr. -Mu- 
sham was chief of the Chicago tire de- 
partment for four years and first as- 
sistant chief of that department for 
seventeen years. He was let out of the 
department last October for political 
reasons after being in the lire service 
for thirty j'ears, says the Kansas City 
Star. 


''In the future fires will be fought by 


hose companies," said Mr. Musham. 
"The best fire fighters ill the United 
States have come to realize they can- 
not depend on the flre engine for the 
protection of property interests from 
fire. 


"The change which is under way now 


is this: The big cities are preparing to 
install separate pumping stations for 
fi»e service whereby a high pressure 
supply can be instantly obtained in 
case of tires and maintained for any 
length of time. What the cities will do 
and must do is to lay separate fire 
mains and legislate to force owners of 
big buildings and factory plants to in- 
stall water mains within the buildings. 
AVith high water pressure hose compa- 
nies which can reach fires in almost 
half the time that a fire engine can are 
able to do better work and get quicker 
results. The hook and ladder compa- 
nies, of course, will always be in serv- 
ice, and for reserve purposes the water 
towers will be utilized. But who can 
stop fires with water towers? The se- 
cret of successful fire fighting is to get 
at the flame from within the building, 
and this is why the light hose compa- 
nies, quick in action, are to become 
chief reliance of the fire departments. 


"Fire engines were never a success. 


They are too heavy, bulky and slow in 
action. They often fail to throw a 
strong stream of water, and the failure 
has never been more noticeable than 
in the history of Chicago. Many large 
fires in nay city could have been pre- 
vented had we had h'ose companies 
which could have arrived at the scene 
of the fire in time to check the flames. 


"There is no city in the United 


States which has more rapid progress 
in this movement than Kansas City. 
Here you have the high water pressure 
—without the separate water system, it 
is true — and twenty-one hose compa- 
nies. I am told that the few engines 
in service' are becoming rusty. You 
don't need them, for your hose compa- 
nies prevent fires of consequence. In 
the future the aim of fire chiefs will be 
toward preventing fires by quick action 
and not by extinguishing them after 
great loss of property or life.- 


"There are few new devices for fire 


fighting excepting some patent. The 
newest feature is the sprinkling sys- 
tem, 
which has been generally adopted 


and is a success. The device has been 
the means of preventing mauy large 
fires."

Monday morning. A report is expect- 
ed next Thursday or not later than 
Friday. 


City 
Solicitor Smythe has 
coroi 


menced suit in the common pleas court 
against the Newark Natural Gas and 
Fuel company. Plaintiff says that the 
company is evading and violating us 
contract in this: 


First—That the defendant refuses to 


furnish gas to the citizens, who have 
iheir residences connected with piles 
for thf use of the gas, and who are 
ready and willing to pay for tte same, 
and ?s they will first deposit $10 for 
each connection so made. The defend- 
ant requires this deposit from each 
consumer without any promise to re- 
pay the same, or without giving secur- 
ity for the collection of the same. 


Second—That the defendant has re- 


fused, and' now refuses to furnish its 
gas to any citizen, although said citi 
zen is able and willing to pay for the 
same, who lives in rented property, un- 
less the owner of the property first 
secures payment for such gas so used, 
and for a meter furnished to the con- 
sumer. 


Third—That the defendant in disre- 


gard of its franchise, has turned the 
gas off from the premises of citizens, 
who refuse to comply with these re- 
quirements, and threaten to turn the 
same off from the premises of more 
consumers, who refuse 
to 
comply 


therewith, although said citizens and 
consumers are not in arrears for pay- 
ment for gas. and do not refuse to pay 
the full price thereof. 


Plaintiff says that the matters com- 


plained of are a violation of the fran- 
chise and entail damage to the citi- 
zens. Many are unable 
to 
compl> 


with the requirements, and are barred 
of the use of the gas. 


Plair.tiff prays that the company be 


enjoined from requiring any consumer 
to deposit $10 or any other sum and 
from requiring any citizen to give se- 
curity for the payment of his gas; or 
from turning off the gas from the prem- 
ises of any person who refuses to de- 
posit said sum or give security; that 
the defendant be ordered forthwith to 
turn their gas on to the premises of 
any citizen, who desires to use the 
same, who is not in default for that 
payment and that at the final hearing 
said order be made perpetual. 


Judge Seward caused a temporary 


restraining order to be issued. 


Settled by Agreement. 


The case of Frank E. Slabaugh, ad-

and others, was heard on a motion to 
reduce allowance and also on motion 
of widow for an allowance of home- 
stead.- The case was settled by agree- 
ment.
